Senator Thomas I). Schall, 
Minnesota, Critically Hurt 
Near Home. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
20. 
(AP) — 
Thomas D. Schall, blind Senator 
from Minnesota, was struck by an 
automobile on a heavily traveled 
highway near this city Thursday 
night and injured critically. 
Schall, a Republican, is one of 
Capitol Hill's bitterest critics of 
President Roosevelt's Administra­ 
tion. 
The accident occurred at Cottage 
City, Md., a few miles north of 
Washington, 
Schall, 
hurried 
to 
Washington hospital, was reported 
to have suffered a fractured skull. 


Hyattsville Man Arrested 
Police arrested a man identified I 
as L. G. Humphries, of Hyattsville, ^ 
as the driver of the car, charging | 
him with reckless driving. He later i 
was released on his personal bond. 
Almost two hours after the acci­ 
dent, Schall was reported still un- 1 
conscious. 
The Senator’s son, Dick Schall, 
said that his fa tiler was on his way 
to see two Minnesota friends off for 
their home at the time he was in­ 
jured. 
| 
Young Schall reconstructed the 
accident as follows: 


Accompanied by William Laugh­ 
lin and H. Berkson, the friends, and 
his secretary, Orel Lean, Schall had 
started out by automobile for the 
city from his home, "Wynecrest,” 
at Cottage City. They halted near 
the Schall home and the Senator 
and Leen alighted to go into a store. 
Finding that store closed, they start­ 
ed to cross the street, Leen assisting 
Schall. An automobile struck both 
men as they stepped out into the 
roadway. 
Leen. taken to the hospital with 
Schall, was found to be suffering 
only from shock and bruises.
